NEW COURSE OUTLINED 


Reports of Sunday Law Viola-

After a consultation with Assistant 
Attorney-General John Kennish Wednes- 
day, Gov. Folk announced that quo 
warranto proceedings would be 
tuted in the Supreme Court against the 
Delmar Amusement Co., the Suburban 
Garden, the Creve Couer Lake Associa- 
tion and Meramec Highlands, seeking a 
forfeiture of their charter rights and 
the seizure of their property for the 
benefit of the State. 

These proceedings will be similar to 
the .action taken against the Delmar 
Jockey Club by the Attorney-General, 
which resulted in a ruling by the Su- 
preme Court declaring the franchise of 
the club forfeited and imposing a fine 
of $5000. 

The proceedings probably will be 
filed within the next ten davs. The 
Assistant Attorney-General, after his 
consultation with the Governor, left for 
a few days’ fishing trip in Camden 
County, Missouri. «Before going, how- 
ever, he assured the Governor that am- 
ple testimony had been obtained to 
make good the applications for quo war- 
ranto, which which will be filed Iater. 
All ‘will be cherged with violating the 
dramshop and Sunday laws. 


Johnaton to Assist. 


Mr. Kennish told the Governor that 
Prosecuting Attorney Johnston of S8t. 
Louis County had assured him and As- 
sistant Attorney-General Gentry that 
he would willingly assist them in all 
prosecutions for violations of the Sun- 
day and the dramshop laws that may 
be brought in that county. 

The Governor has determined that in 
the future dramshop keepers gullty of 
violating the Sunday law shall fn addi- 
tion to other forms of prosecution, be 
sued for a forfeiture of their bonds. 
Every dramshop keeper is required to 
give bond for that he will not vio- 
late the dramshop law. Heretofore, no 
effort has been made to sue on the 
bonds on the dramshop keepers, who 
were charged and even convicted of vio- 
lating the Sunday law. 
Mr. Gentry and Mr. Kennish came 
to St. Iouis only Tuesday. The Gover- 
nor had dictated a letter to Attorney- 
General Hadlev’s assistants, the At- 
torney-General being out of the State, 
instructing them to go to St. Louis at 
onee and to arrange to prosecute all 
violations of the dramshop law in St. 
Louis County. :

' BREWER'S SPEECH

St. Louis Attorneys Nearly All 
Agree Regarding Danger 
From Lobbies. 


RIGHTS OF THE STATES 











Federal Judge Recently Inter- 
fered to Prevent Kansas 
From Ousting Mayor. 


St. Louis attorneys are discussing with 
interest the recent speech .of Justice 
David J. Brewer of the United States 
Supreme Court, delivered before law- 
yers at Texarkana, Ark., in which he 
declared that government by and for 
the people is in danger; that Washing- 
ton during sessions of Congress is a 
lobby camp and that too much legisla- 
tion is thrust at Congress and not 
enough at the iegislatures of the indi- 
vidual states. 


Some of the St. Louls attorneys agree 
with Justice Brewer, although one at- 
torney, commenting on Justice Brewers 
argument in favor ef the sovereignty 
of states, called attention to the fact 
that a Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court recently issued a writ pro- 
hibiting the Supreme Court of Kansas 
from ousting the Mayor of Kansas City, 
Kan. This attorney said he understands 
that {t was Justice Brewer, who is a 
Kansan, that issued this writ, which 
prevents a State from governing a mu- 
nicipality it created. 

Some of the st. Louis attorneys’ com- 
ments follow: 

FREDERICK W. LEHMANN: What 
Judge Brewer says about the national 
capital being a great lobby camp 
is undoubtedly and unfortunately true. 
And what he says of the national cap- 
ital is true of each and all of our state 
capitals as well. This ‘‘Third House,’’ 
which is not authorized by our consti- 
tutions nor elected by the people, is| 
the greatest possible meance to the in- 
tegrity of legislation. 

The members of the “Third House’’ 
work in the dark. What arguments and 
persuasions they use is never known at 
the time, and is not often found out 
afterward. But one inference can be 
drawn. however.

MRS. HARTIES

SERVANT WAS A SPY 





This Testimony Forms the Con- 
necting Link in the Con- 
spiracy Alleged. 


Special to the Post-Dispaten. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 18.—By far the 
most important witness for Mrs. s:artje 
in her defense of the charges made 
against her by her husband in his suit 
for divorce and which is now on trial, 
is Miss Ida Scott, the 16-year-old sister 
of Mrs. Hartje. Her testimony came as 
a great surprise and seems to fill in the 
missing link in the chain of conspiracy, 
which, it is charged, has been planned. 

Miss Scott was first placed on the 
Stand late last evening and told of 
the presence in the house of Annie 
Lutz, the German seamstress, Who was 
in Hartje’s employ as a spy on the 
household. She told of the Lutz woman 
frequently asking for letter paper, and 
she was furnished with the paper the 
young woman used for her own corre- 
spondence. She told of the children hav- 
ing a lot of letter paper with the flag 
of the steamer Baltic on it, and of its 
disappearance. The children .also had 
a number of Baltic postcards. These 
also disappeared. This is intended to 
show how the private writing paper of 
the family came into possession of the 
persons who are alleged to have forged 
the Madine letters. 

But her most important testimony re- 
lated to the singie envelope presented 
with the tamous # love letters. 

She identified it as her own, having 
addressed it ror Annie Lutz, who was 
writing to Tom Madine concerning a 
lost trunk; She had asked Miss: Scott 
to address it for her, as she was a poor 
writer in English. ‘Miss Scott testified 
that she had addressed three such en- 
velopes to Madine, of which this was 
one. 

This envelope Hartje’s experts de- 
clared was addressed by Mrs. Hartje. 
The other envelopes, Hartje’s detectives 
say, were left in Madine’s trunk. 

Miss Scott was then shown the letters 
figuring in the case and picked out a 
number of the missives as having been 
written on statione belonging either 
to herself or one of her sisters. She 
said the maid, Annie Lutz had been giv- 
en this kind of letter paper and she 
wrote letters _— frequently. The tes- 
timony cause sensation and the 
plaintiff's attorneys followed with a 
ne cross-examination to break its 
effect 

ohn L. Welshons, who is now under 
bail on the charge of conspiring 
with Augustus Hartje, the plaintiff and 
Clifford Hooe, the negro coachman, to 
defame the character of Mrs. Hartje, 
announced that he would go on the 
stand as a witness for the defense and 
explain his connection with the case. 

The first pathetic incident in the trial, 
if the dragging in the mire of a wom- 
an’s name whom the public believe in- 
nocent, may not be called pathetic in 
itself—occurred yesterday when the 
father of Mrs. Hartje occupied the 
stand. 

For a divorce trial the Hartje case 
has been remarkably clean. There has 
been little, if any, testimony outside 
of the letters purporting to have been 
written by Mrs. Hartje to Tom Madine, 
which even approached raciness. It has 
been a thrilling drama, with not a sin-

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A MANILA COTTON PARTY. 
The sort of philanthropy practiced by the Ameri- 
can Government in “our colonies” is shown by 
Charles H. Brent, Bishop of the Philippines, in an 
article in the current Outlook. 
Bishop Brent hangs his indictment on the discrim- 
ination in favor of the American manufacturers of 
cotton textiles against their British competitors and 
the Filipinos. 
Before the revision of the Philippine tariff in 1905 
the English manufacturers sold textiles known as 
“splits”? These are low-grade goods, are sold for 
a low price and for that reason the Filipinos bought 
them in considerable quantities. The Americans had 
nothing to’offer as acceptable to the Filipinos, but 
when the revision was undertaken in 1905 they 
appealed to Congress. The result was that a surtax 
of 100 per cent was placed upon the “splits.” This, 
added to the customs tax which they already bore as 
textile fabric, was effectual. The English manu- 
facturers could not sell in the Philippines, the Fil- 
ipinos were forced to buy in the United States at 
monopoly prices or do without and the demands of 
commercial patriotism were satisfied. Millions oi 
poor Filipinos used “splits” as a staple article of 
clothing, but Congress, in the spirit of philanthropy 
and 5 per cent, doubled the price and brought the 
inhabitants. to a realizing sense of their status as 
wards of a great and benevolent nation. 
Bishop Brent remarks that “if the inhabitants of 
this Archipelago had the spirit of the American col- 
onists of 1776 they would rise in revolt and cast 
every shred of American cotton into Manila Bay, 
presumably winning by this act the applause of all 
honest-minded Americans.” 
This would be in the spirit of the Boston Tea 
Party of blessed memory. But as the Boston Tea 
Party was denounced in the English Parliament as 
riot, rebellion and base ingratitude, so would Bishop 
Brent’s proposed Manila Cotton Party be denounced 
in the American Congress in the same terms. Honest 
Americans might applaud it as honest Englishmen 
applauded the unlawful act of the Boston patriots. 
But until. honest Americans liberate the American 
Congress from the influence of selfish interests the 
Filipinos will continue to pay dearly for the privilege 
of sitting under the American flag and paying mo- 
nopoly prices to their masters.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 18.— 
Gov. Folk in addressing the Retail Mer-

proves of such things. They are old 
covilege tricks brought into athletics by 
the insane desire of professional train- 
ors to win points for their own greater 
jecuniary advantage. Old or new, gen- 
tig or simple, college of factory, these 
things should not be permitted in ama- 
ieur athletic sports. 

‘They may be all right in dual meets, 
where individuals count for nothing, 
and institutions all. But even here they 
will be found detrimental for the point 
of importance which is that this is a 
eontest of speed and endurance is to- 
tally disregarded when the race is 
brought down to a question of inter- 
ference. 

In the days when racing held 
great favor many men practiced team 
work. It was attractive when new and 
when teams worked in twos. Directly 
sharp fellows organized teams of seven 
and eight men used slow fellow. who 
had no chance as slowers up and inter- 
ferers, others as pacemakers, etc. The 
result was that team work on the bi- 
cycle track was stamped out. It ruined 
the races.
